SHOWS ADVANTAGES 


OF FRENCH WEAPONS 


OVER GERMAN'S GUNS 


Artillery Officer Declares "75" Gun 


Most Effective Piece of ArtH- 


lery Used in Fight

Boulogne, Prance, March 10.—A 


French 
artillery 
officer, 
who 
has 


been at the front from the beginning 
of the war, has sent to the newspa- 
pers an account of -the French "75" 
gun;--which he regards ; as the> most 
successful all-round piece of artillery 
in use by any army. 


"The feature in which the gun has 


most 
conspicuously established 
its 


superiority," 
he 
writes, "is in the 


rapidity of-its fire. This 
to 
some 


extent depends upon the division of 
labor among the gunners, but even 
more upon the mechanical properties 
of 
the gun. The designer has so 


arranged it that no matter how the 
weapon is pointed, the force of re 
coil passes -through the exact center 
of the beche or anchor. In the Ger- 
man gun, the force is directed not 
at the point of the beche, but at a 
point to right or left of it, with the 
result that 
the . gun tends to be 


slewed around and has to be continu- 
ally aimed afresh. 
' 
• 
"A great virtue of the French "75" 
is the extent -to which it resists de- 
terioration. If you examine a French 
shell that lias been fired at the end 
of the past six months of hard fight- 
ing; you will find evidence that the 
gun's rifling is almost as good and 
efficient as at the beginning of the 
war. 
This comes as a surprise to 
many people who have heard of the 
rapidity' with which naval guns de- 
teriorate, but the conditions are, of 
course, 
different, as the velocities 
needed in naval work make an enor- 
mously greater demand upon, 
the 
naval -gun, 


"A great 
deal 
has been written 
about the deadliness of the-French 
shell'fire and the relative inefficiency 
of that of the Germans. 
Assuming 
that -the- shells of both guns explode, 
the French shell will have' tie ad- 
vantage -for 
the 
following reason. 
The German 
shell hits the ground 
and: digs a hole. 
By the native of

must fly, - roughly, straight—nothing

"With the French shell it is dif- 
ferent. The French shell is con- 
structed to ricochet; it strikes the 
ground and bounces,' only- exploding 
when, it is in the air as the' result of 
the bounce. The 
explosion 
occurs 
when 
the 
shell is off the ground, 
and there is no 'hole surface" to pro- 
tect a possible victim. 
"Our experience in the present 
war 
seems, to 
show. also, that the 
French 
shrapnel bullet Is more ef- 
ficient than the German. The bul- 
lets of the 75 shrapnel shell weigh 
11 grams (slightly less than half an 
ounce), whereas the similar. German 
bullet 
iveighs 
only - nine grams. 
Experience seems 
to 
show that a 
bullet of at least " eleven grams is 
necessary to stop a man advancing. 
The effect of the bullet is of course 
enormously increased' by 
the high 
velocity of the French shell. Bullets 
of our 75 shrapnel strike at a velo- 
city of 90 meters a.second, -whereas 
those of the corresponding 
German 
gun travel at 
sixty ' meters. The 
energy of the two bullets is in fact 
mathematically about 3 to 1 in favor 
of the French. 
"From one general point of view, 
the German artillery - has- long stood 
condemned 
in 
our: eyes. In Ger- 
many there 
has 
been for years a 
divorce betwten. the artillerymen and 
the men who make the gun. Every- 
Improvement with the Germans 
has 
had to originate from Krupps,: and 
there has thus been: a disastrous 
hiatus between theory and practice.

in a park near Chapultepec Castle. 
The unflushed sewers, due to

fact that a scarcity of water made 
it unwise to use it for anything than 
drinking purposes, seriously menaced 
the health of the city. General Ob-

sources of the 
water supply in the old Indian town 
of Xochimilco, but all of them were 
repulsed by Zapata's men. A daring 
raid 
was finally decided upon, for 
which General Obregon detached 200 
of 
his men. He ordered them to 
drop into the mains which had long 
been dry, and to attempt to travel 
through them to an opening at the 
rear of Zapata's main position.

Hague conference practically re-en- 
acted what are known as "the Three 
Rules of Washington." These declare 
that a neutral must prevent its ports 
or territories 
from being made 
a 


base for the outfitting o£ belligerent 
vessels. 
This was the principle, in 


fact, which decided the Alabama case. 
A fair interpretation would include a 
merchant vessel loading supplies of 
any kind for transfer to a belligerent 
war vessel at sea. 


In 
such case the 
merchantman 


would become a tender of ,the naval 
vessel. To permit such an act would 
be' unneutral, and would be a good 
case for damages against the neutral 
nation. 
The resolution, 
in fact, is 


superfluous, in the respect that there 
is already a federal statute making it 
a crime to supply a belligerent vessel 
in this way. But that act is merely 
punitive for crime 
committed, and 


does not provide for its prevention. 


This resolution, therefore, during 


the recession of congress places that 
power in the hands of the executive,

AUSTRIAN SCOUTING 


PARTY EXPERIENCES 


Berlin, March 10.—Daring exploits 
which 
won 
quick 
renown for an 
Austrian cavalry 
officer in 
Galicia 
are related in newspaper correspond- 
ence from that, section. 
The Austrian 
headquarters 
had 
learned that the Russians were bring- 
ing forward reinforcements. Aviators 
were sent out to ascertain the size 
of them, but the .weather was fog- 
gy, and the scouts were not abie to 
find the 
Russians. 
An 
unnamed 
cavalry officer, who appears as the 
hero- of the narrative, stepped for- 
ward and asked': 
"Shall I ride through the lines?" 


His superiors laughed at the bold 
offer, 
but : after 
some hesitation 
agreed to accept it when, fifteen 
other 
cavalrymen 
volunteered 
to 
make 
up the 
scouting party. By 
choosing the lonely forest road, the 
riders succeeded 
in 
their plan of 
passing through the Russian lines at 
night. By -day they concealed them- 
selves in deep thickets, but at night 
they boldly trotted along on the main 
highway with their Austrian uni- 
forms covered with brown mantles 
and fur caps pulled down over their 
regulation helmets. 


They 
met 
a 
Russian 
cavalry 
division led by a Circassian 
prince 
advancing to take part in the battle 
at the front, and their 
mounts al- 
most touched flanks with the Rus- 
sian horses as they passed by, un- 
recognized. 
Late at night the Aus- 
trian party took refuge in a desert- 
ed farm house, where the men tried 
to sleep until morning. Before day- 
break a murmur of voices was heard 
and a large party of Cossacks was 
seen 
approaching the place/ The 
Austriahs hurriedly mounted to the 
attic where they stood with carbines 
cocked, ready to shoot down the first 
Cossack who might show his face in 
the -stairway. The 
Russians,.- how- 
ever, contended 
themselves with a 
short stay on the first floor and then 
rode away 'without even inspecting 
the outbuildings, where the Austrians 
had stabled their horses. 
The following 
night 
tha little 


party of scouts rode along a path In 
.the wooded hills where suddenly a 
Russian patrol barred their way will, 
the 
cry of "Halt.1^ The Austrian* 
were motionless for a few seconds 
then their 
leader 
commanded "AI 
them" and not one of the Russians 
escaped with his life.

Concealed next day in thickets, (ho 
Austrians were able to see heavv 
columns of Russians retreating aicmi* 
the nearby road. 
.The Austrian ad- 
vance had 
evidently 
begun. 
p0t- 
hours the, masses of infantry, arm 
lery 'and baggage trains hurried bv 
toward the adjacent river, crossing 'a 
temporary bridge. On the top ot the 
hill 
beyond the river the Russians 
halted, apparently with the intention 
of taking up a position there. 


The Austrian 
cavalry officer who 
was leading the scouting party ]ia",i 
sent a handful 
of men across tlie 
river to watch 
the 
Russian move- 
ment. He feared 
this little group 
might be in danger, and so decided 
upon the dare-devil trick of bluffing 
the Russians by charging the bridsro 
with 
his little party. The 
dozen 
men galloped wildly across the fields 
toward the bridge. There they met 
the advance guard 
of 
their own 
infantry, and, 'encouraged 
by 
ihjo ' 
they dashed 
at 
the Russians -who v 
evidently believed large 
masses of- 
Austrian cavalry were coming after 
them. They 
hastily resumed their 
retreat.
